The Beef Question. 


When it is considered that in ihe year ended Jim? 30 there 


• was exported from the United Slates more than 306,000,000 


pounds of beef, as against less thaii, 33,000,000 pounds in the 
preceding' year, it is a wonder that domestic prices were nol 
more troublesome than they havejbeeu. 
11 certainly should 


puUn end to Ihe claim (hat flic high prices of meat arc-due to 
the fact (hat production is not keeping pace with Ihe increase 
iii population. 
II cannot be successfully maintained thai a 


country that can feed its own people and export more than 
306,000,000.pounds of beef in a year is lacking in production 
entirely sufficient for all the needs.at home. 


Yet.in spite' ol\this showing, which is little less than as- 


tounding-, and for which the European war is doubtless largely 
responsible, the claim continues lliat (he price of beef in this 
country is fixed by Ihe law of supply and demand at home; 
(hat the real trouble is.fhal production is unable to'keep step 
with a steadily increasing consumption. 


However, a larger production of beef would be a good thing 


for the United States, for even if it did not bring down (he 
price such exports as these figures show help to enrich the 
country, and thereby everybody in the country isJjeiieliled 
eilher directly or indirectly. 
The larger ihe exports of any 


commodity the better, so long- as our own people are not 
pinched in the process of supplying Ihe rest of the world. 
But it is hard to make people believe that beef pYices would 
nol be more moderate in this country if it were nol for Ihe im- 
mense exportation of beef and cattle. 


.It is believed by some that .portions of the South will in lime 


become important beef producing'sections, and there would 
seem to be no good reason why this should not be so. Ken- 
tucky- has long been famous as a horse-growing state, and 
where horses can be successfully raised beef can be produced 
to advanTage. ' There, is no reason why a "blue-grass" steer 
should no! be as choice as a "blue-grass" horse. 


In any event it is lime to, stop worrying about the inability 


of this country to supply its people with meat. When it can 
do this as well as it has been done the past year and exporl Ihe 
quantity that was sent abroad we'may grumble about prices 
if we please, bul are in no position to complain of a shortage.. 


In New York state alone (here are more than 212,000 auto- 


mobiles registered, showing an increase of nearly 60,000 in 
the past year. Without doubt there has been a proportionate 
increase "in most of ihe other slates, and yet there are those 
who insist that times are hard and money is "tight." 
The 


automobile trade does not indicate such a condition, notwith- 
standing the fact that lcr:i greater exlenf than ever before the 
purchase of an automobile now may mean business ralher 
than mere luxury and pleasure. 


• 
The directors of Ihe Panama-Pacific exposition have done 


well. They started in with a debl of nearly $ 1,000,000, every 
cent of which has been .wiped on I. 
It is a splendid record.
